Following the reading of the 
minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, the council heard a plea 
from school superintendent, 
Elmer Taylor, high school 
principal Lamar Foley and Col 
Perry. These men were asking 
for help to prevent Elba from 
losing the ROTC program. A 
minimum of 100 cadets are 
needed to maintain the program 
and at present there are 80 in 
the program locally. Perry 
noted that law requires the 100 
Students, and what was needed 
locally was special permission 
to continue for one more year 
and then a concerted effort to 
gain more cadets without low- 
ering standards. The coun- 
cil voted to write letters and 
use personal contact at the 
state and national levels to 
help the program. 


The Industrial Board mem- 
bers reported that at present 
there was no activity on sec- 
uring new industry, due to the 
economy. The board members 
and the city fathers agreed that 
housing was a big problem pre- 
sently in->Elba. The council 
extended their hand to help 
In any way possible with new 
industry or existing industries. 


The city audit was present- 
ed to the council and the auditor 
was asked to come to the next 
meeting and answer any ques- 
tions that might arise after 
they had studied the report. 


The City of Elba spent 
7,116.21 while taking in only 
S07" 402.18, leaving a deficit 
of $4°,714.03 for the year. Part 
of this was accounted for with 
the $25,000 fire truck, street 
paving and work on the airport 
and sewer system. 


Henry Padgett of Padgett 
and Dinning Engineering re- 
ported to the council on the 
garbage and sewer depart- 
ments.

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VEGETABLE GARDENING 

There is a rapidly increas 
ing interest in gardening. We 
are getting more requests than 
ever for information on varie 
ties and information on whento 
plant, insect control, and all 
important things that go with 
gardening.

SOIL TESTING 

Folks who want to have 
beautiful lawns and shrubbery 
around the house should soil 
test every three years. Soil 
testing is necessary to fertil 
ize plants and the lawn ade 
quately and also to keep the 
lawns healthy and beautiful 

I was recently reminded of 
the importance of soil testing 
For example, Dr. V. D. Mc 
Creary of Elba sent in a sam- 
ple recently which was taken 
from his rose beds. He had 
an extremely low pH of 4 which 
is too low for most plant growth 
At the same time, he had an 
extremely high phosphorus 
build-up. In fact, the phospho- 
rus was excessive which could 
cause an iron deficiency. Iron 
deficiency causes the leaves 
to turn yellow, especially the 
hew growth. This can be cor- 
rected by using a soluble iron 
solution which is available in

LOADING DISHWASHER 
Manufacturers include sug 
gested patterns in instruction 
booklets for loading a dish- 
washer These methods take 
advantage of available space 
inmost effectively and provide 
the best washing performance 
Study and follow instructions in 
your dishwasher manual care- 
fully. Here are some general 
recommended loading proced- 

ures 

First, remove bones, pits 
and pieces of solid food from 
dishes and empty liquids from 
glasses before placing in the 
appliance. Some dishwashers 
have a special cycle for clean- 
ing heavily soiled cookware 
For those that do not, soak 
items or scrub burned-on spots 
with steel wool, cleanser or 
a plastic scrubber before put- 
ting them into the dishwasher 

Load all pieces so that the 
SOiled sides, face toward the 
water source. Angle those with 
recessed bottoms so water 
drains off. Put silverware in 
basket so that sharp items point 
down. Be sure silver and stain- 
less steel do not touch each 
other since pitting may result 
from a chemical reaction be- 
tween the two metals. 

Large pieces such as a 
cookie sheet and pan should be 
Placed so that they do not block 
the water from getting to the 
detergent dispenser. 

Secure small items care- 
fully so that they will not fall 
through rack openings. Place 
heat-sensitive plastics on top 
racks as far away from the 
heating element as possible.

Shrubs given temporary 
protection before a severe 
freeze are usually damaged 
anyway. Covering camellias 
and other shrubs with plastic, 
quilts, sheets and. boxes seldom 
reduces plant or flower damage! 
when the temperature drops be- 
low 15 degrees. 

Icing over the shrub by 
Spraying water on the plants 
after the temperature drops be- 
low 32 degrees is another pro- 
cedure that is good in theory, 
but it usually isn't successful 
in practice 
». The best alternative for 
keeping plants from freezing 
is to select cold hardy varie- 
ties and plant them in protect- 
ed areas. Filtered shade thr- 
ough pines will offer consid- 
erable cold protection to 
shrubs.

Ray Boyd, aninth grader at 
New Hope Junior High School 
in New Hope, recently set a 
state basketball record by 
scoring 71 points in 2 game 
against Enterprise Junior 
High Schoot of Enterprise. 

Boyd's record-breaking 
performance led his team toa 
106-105 upset win over Enter- 
prise in two overtimes. 

In the game, Ray hit on 
32 of 36 shots from the field 
for a scorching 89%. Fromthe 
foul-line, Boyd hit only 7 of 
15 shots. 

Ray’s 71-point perform- 
ance was verified by the Ala- 
bama High Athletic Associa- 
tion as the highest single 
game total ever recorded in 
the State.

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Drug Abuse Is_ Rising 


your child become an addict?

This is the Ist article in a 13-part series. Almost every 
adult American has been lulled into a false security about 
drug abuse. People have heard and read so much about it 
that the subject has become old news, unless someone in the 
immediate family has been a victim. The fact is our country 
is standing directly in the path of a new tidal wave of drug 
abuse which could surpass the epidemic of the early ’70’s. 
This series tells why this is taking place and what might 
be done about it. 


WHAT'S HAPPENING RIGHT NOW? 

If you are an average American the chances are you ‘feel 
the problem of drug abuse has subsided to the point you can 
stop worrying about it. Nothing could be further from the truth! 
Drug abuse is actually on the rise, radiating from the large 
metropolitan communities to the suburbs, and now on into 
rural areas as well 

We did have a leveling off period. During 1971 the U. S. was 
successful in convincing the Turkish government to prohibit 
the growth of the opium poppie, from which opium is made 
and ultimately heroin produced While Turkey did not ac- 
tually produce the heroin, (it was processed in other countries), 
she was responsible for about 80% ofthe heroin that wound up on 
U.S. illicit street markets, during the late 60's and early '70’s. 
During the Turkish prohibition, "71-74, the effect was dramatic 
with overdose deaths in this country dropping 30%. Heroin av- 
ailability on the streets dropped and the U. S. addict population 
drt opped from an estimated 500,000 to about 200,000. However, 
some reports reaching Washington congressional drug abuse 
committees s now say that during 1974 the number of heroin 

addicts has risen to the alarming area of 600,000 to 800,000. 

Whil e Turkey was out of the poppie business, Mexico, 
having previously supplied only about 10% of the heroin needed to 
supply our addicts, got into the business with renewed enthu- 
siasm. Mexico today produces about 60% of our heroin supply, 
and this is without the new Turkish crop in the picture yet. 

All indicators point to the probability that we are in for a 
definite resurgence of the drug problem, not only with heroin, 
but all of the other drugs of abuse, from marijuana on up. For 
these reasons | personally urge every local resident, espe- 

ially those with children too young to be involved during the 
as =F drug abuse epidemic, to follow this series to its conclusion.
